Stop! Don’t do that! 

Don’t ever use steel wool or steel 
brushes on stainless steel. 

It leaves a film of iron that 
will discolor the stainless. Parti- 
cles of the steel may become im- 
bedded in the stainless steel sur- 
face and eventually rust. 

STAINLESS steel wool or car- 
bon tetracholoride may be used 
to clean stainless steel surfaces. 
Polishing with a dry, coft cloth 


tain the luster. Dry whiting may 
be used. 

On stainless steel built-in ovens 
and units, the most common 
stains are heat stains on the sur- 
face unts and fingerprints on oven 
doors. It is characteristic of 
stainlese steel to become heat stain- 
ed and turn a slight blue cast 
with intense heat. 

For ordinary cleaning use a 
mild soap and water. For more 
difficult stains and burned on 
food particles, follow the direc-

TRACTOR SAFETY 


If your tractors are moving on 
highways, you ‘hould be extra 
careful.
